A Dissertation on the Origin of Smoking
and the Use of Tobacco.

At what pertod the use of the tobaceo plant
was Lrst known to the aboriginal inhabtaute ot
Amirion we knpow uot; but it 18 certnin that
when Christopher Columbus Ianted on the 12th
o! October, 1492, on the islund of Goanhul, one
ol the western Lucea or Bshama Islands, to
whilch he gave the nsme o1 Ban Salvador, bhe and
his crew beheld, o thelr intense astonshiment,
g number of the nativees peacesbly collected on
the shore poffing clowds of smoke trom their
woutns pnd nostrila. On closer inspection o
was wund thet poridans of some kind ot dried
berb nere wrapped up o the leaves of the muize
plants, and tormed ioto eslindrieal rolls, ons
end of which was placed iuto tbe mouth, and
the other being kindled the smoke was drawn
up and putted forth, They were, in point of
Inct, what woe shoald eall elgarertos, but the
na e given to them by the ontives was tobaoo,
which s elearly the origin of thename wo zive
to the plant, nnd nof, us has been asserted, the
Island Tobago, one of the Bouthern Antilles,
wiich was not dizcovered tll 1406, Stall less 5
the word derivable from Tabasco, & Mexican
provinee, which was not visited uotil the year
1618, The tivst reguiar description of the to-
buceo piunt wis given by the hermit, Friar Ro-
wano Pane, whow Columbus l=it behind, siter
lis second voyase, to convert the Indiane to
Chiristinnity., He catls it a berbinebrinns, and
says it was called coliobn,

The prevalence of the custom of smoking
among the lubab:touls of the West India 1slands
at the pericd of their discovery is sttested by
wiv necount of gl the early navigators snd ex-
plorers, and the cxcellenee of the tobaceo grown
w gome of them, purticulurly Cuba and Trini
and, 8 the sublect of rewoark. When the An-
tilles came Into the pos:esgion of the French in

he muddle of the seventeenth century, tobarco
wias extensively cultivated in them, and Du
Terire, o his gccount ot these wlands, describes
lour kinuds of the tobacco plant:—First, the
lurge [green tobacoo, or petum, with leaves two
teet in lengih and one broad; second, tongua
tobaceo, with tongue-shaped jesves: third,
Amnazon tobaceo, brought Irom the borders of
the Amunzon river, the leaves of which ure very
round and rounded at the end; fourth, Varings
tobacceo, brought from the province of Varinas,
The Weet Indies, particalarly the island of
Cuba, to the present aay affords the best tobaeco,
that poseeseing the tinest aroma.  According to
Humbo!ldy, the regions which produce the best
quality lle westwurd ol the city of Havana, i
the Vnelta de Atuijo,

At the time of the conquest of Mesico by
Corter in 1510, tobacco smokiug was an esta-
blished custom among the natives: and Fran-
vinco Lopez de Gowars, who wie chaplan to
Cortez, 1elates that they ased either the leaves
rolled up into a cylinaer. or pipes wade from
rocds and beautitully ormamented. The pipes
and the whale practice of smoking sre minutely
described in 4 curions manuscript recently
brought wo tight, composed by the celebrated
Franciscan Beroardino Sshagan, who went
over to Mexico as a preacher in 1620, The sime
kind of prpes ure still in use in Mexico, thonglh
no longer tor rimoking tobacco, bur for the
purpese of perfuming the aliars in churches
with mmeense on fust days, Monteruma, accord-
g to the accovnt of Uernnl Dz, was acous.
tomed o take bis pipe alter dinner; it waos
broughbt In on the removal ot the cloth by
beautilul mardens and handed to him after he
bad weshed his moouth with scented water,
Long belore the discovery and conguest of
Mexico, by the Spaniards, the Aztecs, and pros
bably the Taltees wlso, made use ot tobacco
pipee mage of baked clay. A great number of
such pipes have been dug up from the earth in
the vicinity ol the City of Mexico, snd shinost
all are blackened by irequent use, These clay
plpes greatiy resemible those so plentitally dis-
covered in the exeavations on the sbores of
Luke Ene, on the pauks ol the Obis and W
bush, and in Lthe valley of the Missis=ip,1. The
Aztecs wore aequainted with the use of tobacco
i the lorm of snull, and appear wlso to have
chewed the leaves when mixed up with a cer-
taln quantity of chinlk.

At the nimo of the discovery and conquest of
Convral America smoking wis prudtiscd by the
uuatives 01 Cluapa, Houdu ne, Guatemala, and
Nicutag us—the coelgnes, noless thgn the com-
mon people, beivg pussionutely addicted 1o it,
Herpvwraes de Oviedo, in whe aceount ot his
vogege 1o Pansma and Nicaragua in 1626, states
thut tobacco was carglully caltivated there, and
the leaves preparod into rolls six inches long
and the thickness of o dnger, which were called
iy the longuage of the conntry ympaguete, The
Eughsh surgeon ‘Waler, who erossed the Isthmus
of Darien with & company ol buceaneers in 1851,
und hved some time among the lnduang, relates
thut boys putled the smoke trom loas rolls of
tobacco f1om iwo or three leer in length, into
the nostrile of the lnaisnd as they lay stretohad
upon the bunk, sud holdiog thelr bands on each
stde of toeir noses o retuin the precions incense,

1o short, throughout the whole of Mexieo and
Central Awerics the nanve tribes, st the thne of
the tist appearnoee ol the Europeans smong
them, appear to bave practised smoking,

The Spaniards soon ok to it, and at the present
dury the habll prevalls among the whole popola-
tion ol tuese regions, male und teranle, o Spauish
or mixed origine, The oid Mexican smoking
pipe, however, has loog given plsce to the
wolern puros—the simple les! rolied up—and
clgurros, or papelebos, made ol tobuewo wrapped
up lu thun paper,  Large magufactories of those
were soon established, and rapidly became
un fmportant branon of industry,  Father
Joseph Odis, who visited Mexico towards the
middie of the lnst century, states that ne saw
ten thousund @arls and tvo thousand boys en-
gaged in proparing litle rolls ol touacen
of about & finger s length. From all the acoounts
of modern travellers in Mexico and the pro-
vinces of Central Americn, we learn how
upiversnlly the habntis indulged in by all classes,
men and women, At all hours and wn sl places,
smoking govs ou In the offices, the drawing-
roonr, ut 1he dinner-table, and even at Lalls and
theatres. ‘I'he Spunisn Government dia not 1ail
10 tuke advantage ol tbe great consawmption ot
tobacco as & source of revenue. lo 1764 0 mo-
nopuly in the trady of tobacco was established
under the name ol Estanco Real de Tabaco: &
heense wis reguiied tor its cultivati o, aud the
produce was delisered to the Government at &
tixed price.  For vhe better supervision ot the
plantstions the erowth of tobucco was restricted
within certain bojndaries, In the time o1 Hum-
boldt's vieit it #as contined to the valley of

Uragun and Camanacts, und the only sort cul-
tivated was that with broad upright leaves, The
tobacoo monopuly browght large sums ol money
to the Span. st Government,

As regards Bouh Amerlos, except in Brazil
and in the provinces of Goyans, nene of the
natives inhabiing 1ts varioud regions appear W
bave been soquaitted with the uee of tobacco
untll it was wirodouced by the Spaniards. In
Guysus, bowever, at the time of Sir Walter
Ruleleh's vorage o the Orinoca in seurel of the
El Doindo, tobioce appenrs to have been cultl-
valed, snd the cstom of smoking general
prevalent mmwoeng the patives who were call

Caribbes. Tae wist wocoupts of tobacco in

Brazil oceur ina narrative of & Carmelite monk,
Andre Thevet, who mpanied the axpedition
ot Nieol Dupsot de Vill Non 10 fordh a sett)s
ment on the river Gauabra, in 1556, " In North
Ameriea the practice ol smoking toonceo
fpes existed amone all the wibes of nallve
ndlane &t the time wben thoy were Hiat
bronght in  contact with Ba ang, sod
there 18 every reasoi to believe that i onet-
nated wmeng the ancient nations, of which the
wild Indians, ae they are eullt-ri-. are the scat-
tered remmnants. At any rate, tho practice
wie extremely nnciont amone them, us s tes
tified by the Jmndnm ol pipes found in the
old ves aud tamoli im the regions bordenog
the Canadian seas, and in those watersd by the
Ohio, Bawoto, Wabash, Minm', and Mississinp,
ae well o8 in (he States of Tennessee, Alabamn,
and Florida, The great antignity of some of
these tumull m whieh pipes were found =
attested by the fnot of colossul trees having
grown upon them, which from the nomoer ol
rings exhibited by the trunke must be several
centorice old, These old plpes are made some
ol baked olay, and some of different kinds of
stone, tale, serpentine, green alone, stealite, and
o particulur species ol stone known as red pipe
stone, which s still uged by the Indians ot the
yrairics, of the Upper Mi.«sluhm{n nnd ot the
Linux country. They are for the most part
manufactured with grest gkitl, and exhibit con.
siderable tnate and artistic tecling, Every va.
riety of shape I8 to be seen among them, haman

heads, wild oats, senls, otters, bears, talcons,
owls, froge, ete,, and all are delineated with
so much adelity to natore that they may bo re
cognized v once, A vory remarkable ciroum-
stance about those representing human heads,
15 thut the type approximates very closely to
the Mopgolian, which gees some way 10 Loar
out the opinion of those ethnotogisis who sap-

pore America to have been peopled by migra-
tion irom the enstern purt of Asia.  The narra-
tives ol all the hirst discoverers and explorers
of North Amerlea contuin some mention of ¢ie
lobaceo smoking of the natives, and sho w the
practice to bave been oniversal among all the
numerous trives inhabiting that vast continent.

Thomas Harios, who was Sir Wanlter Raletgh's
fnstructor in mathematios, and joned the oxpe

dition fitted out i 1654 by sir Walter Raleigh,
with Queen Elizabeti's consent, und which re-
eulted in the diccovery ol Virguna, gives in the
nccount of his voynge published by him o very
tull description of the practice, Ile states that
the patives considerad Lobacco as & gt of tue
Great Spirit for the'r especial enjoyment, and
that it was the most acceptable ~acriloe that
could be made to the Greas Splrlt and the Logd
of Lafe.  They even beileved smoking to torm
one of the pleasuies of the Great Spivit and all
good vp irits,

umne of the moset curions and remarkable points
connected with the yeligious and spiritual side
of tobaceo smokme, se regarded by the natives,
15 Lhe ccremoninl of the enlumet or pipe of peace,
which tirst ene to the knowleden of Buropeans
in 1645, when Monticagny, a kuight of Malta
and Governor of Canadn, concluded & commer-
cinl treaty witn the native tribes of the Aleon-
quins, Montagnes, Huronus, and Cherokees, In
the widast ot the assembly the Tutians had
planted nrickly orvamented tobaceo pipe, round
which the chiets soated themselves on their
mets. After the conclusion of the troaty they
smoked this pipe, handing it round nmong them-
selves and to the Governor, in ratificution of the
tronty and ans o roken of their frienaly disposi-
tion. The custom appears, from the accounts
of all early travellers, to have been as unlveranl
umong the ludisn wribes of North America ns
the hubit of smoking itsell, It is par.icalarly
degcribed in grest detsil by Hennepln, n Fran-
ciscan monk, who, with De in salle, trevelled
acrues the Canadian Lakes and up the [hinois to
the Mississippi, then tollowme the course of the
Migsissippi 1enched the Gull of Mexico, in the
name ol France, took possession of the land
which borders it, and callea It Lowsiana, The
Jesuit Father Chalecroix, who crossed vast
tracts of the Indwin countre wn the early part
of the last century, also gives many interesting
facts on the subjeot. They both ugree in as.
cribing a religious character to the ealumet and
the caduceus of Mercury, which wasalson sym-
bol of peace and  Iriendly embassies, and wns
borne by priests and soothsayers, who were
called bire-bearers, from bringing with them an
altar with the sacred tire. The pipe of peave,
and tl & ceremonies connecterd w th It, still con-
tinue o uge nmone the wild tribes of North
America, 1tis sbout jouror five teet long, of
light wood, and protugely ornamented with rb-
bons, tresses of women's huir, etrlogs of coral
bends, and feathers—particularly those of the
war-eagle, The women of the tribe feel them-
selver particularly bound to make the calumet
as baudsome oud showy a8 possible, and esch
tiibe adoins its pipe of peace in its own way, so
that an Indian cun tedl st u glance to whica iribe
any calumet belongs,

The bawl aof the pipe is opsually made of the
red ppe stone, a pecnliar gtone brought trom
one purticuiur spot, called the Colega ol the
Pruirics, i the sioux ¢ountry, There aro & va-
riety ol legends connected with the mopntain
from whieh the red pipe swone 8 obiained; one
of these i, that once upon A time the Groat
Spirit called all the tribes together aronand this
mountain, and, standing on its summit, 100k a
picce of the red stone, formed a pipe from it,
and began to smoke, blowing huge clouds over
the assembled multivude, The Great Spirit then
spoke, sayving:—'This ston= is red; l]r. 15 your
flesh, and belongs to you all.  Out ol it make no
more tomabawks, war hatehets, nor sealping
knives, Use It ouly to make the pipe of peace
with, and emoke therefrom when yon woula
propitiate me and do my will." At the last putl
of his plpe the Grout Spurit welted mto a cloud
which long hovered over the assembled (ribes,

Bpuin wae (he drst counry In Europe into
which tobaces smoking was introduced by the
crews of vessels returning irom the New World.
The tobacco phat iteelt, however, wis Knowi
at an esrlivr period than the practice of smoking
—the seed buving been brought over by (Gon-
#alo Hernandez de Oviedo. 1te medical virtues
a8 @ viunerarum were much vaunted by Nicolo
Monnrdes, Prolegsor of Medicine at the Univer-
sity of Beville, and others; and Jean Nicot,
French Ambassador at Lisbon in 1560, intro-
duced It into France, having previously per-
jormed many wondertul oures of fores wod
wounds with 1. To him it owes ite soientitie
name of nicotin,  Once the custom of smokiog
was dntroduced it soon spresd thronghout Spain
and Portugal, and it ls at the present day uui-
versal awong nll classes, Irom the noble w the

fasunt, The introduction of tobacco into Kng-
and s variously atiributed to 8ir Thomas Haw-
kins, on his return trom Florida in 1565, to Sir
Walter Raleigh, atter his expedition to tirinoco,
and 1o Bir Francis Drake, who, in 1584, brought
bick some of the compsaiems ol Ralph Lane,
who had attempted to lorm & settlement 1 Vir-

inia, aud in their intercourse with the Indians
ad adopted the habiv of smokiog, Afer firsy
crenting wonder and excitine curiosity, it gra-
dually lound imitators, as everything new and
stiange, and caleulgted to avract sttention, ia
gure to do. Sir Walter Raleiwh, who was pas-
slonately addicted to It, scéme to have con-
tributed most by his emineut exwmple to give
yogue to the practice. The old story of his ser
yant beldeviog im on fire need not be repeated
here, So inveterate was the hatit with the gal-
lant old sailor, that even on the mworning ofﬁx's
exccution be is said to bavée smoked s pive
with the same apparent enjoyment ns ever. lu
London the practice o1 smoking soon made rapld
strides, and smokers assembled iu large parties at
tho beershops and taverns, , The tradg of tobneco
which was brought from Cuba sud Trinidad and
other Bpanish settlements, acquired considerabis
lmportance; the shopsio which tobacco waus sold
were distinenished by the tigure of a negro with
i roll of tobacco st his side, Towards the end
of the sevenwenth century tobanca smokers
were to be found in every corner of the land,
and among all classes. The costom was Orst
brougit upon® the rtage by Hen Jonson, 'n
Eeery Man in his Humor, in which *“Captsin
Bobadil" appears smoking a pipe in company
with others addioted to the same Tiee.
James I regurded the practice of smoking with
abhorrence, and composed a violent distribe
nst It When he vigited the Umiversity at

rd, 1o 1605, it was thought nothlug more
aceeplable could be hit upon to please the King
thay & public dispuration on tobaceo smoking,
Duting the reign of Charles 11 the use of tobaeco
